Attorney to Southwestern Bell of- 
ficials, having been rephrased to 
state cleariy that the telephones 
were to be removed from service. 
Service Disconnected. 

A telephone company spokes- 
man announced “we are proceed- 
ing to discontinue the service.” 
Service to the Carroll offices was 
disconnected at the central office 
today, and the instruments will be 
removed later. The immediate ef- 
fect would be discontinuance of

“Stalin (Joseph) is looking for his 
son Jacob, born like him Djugash- 
vili.” The advertisé¢ment went on 
to promise that anyone who could 
discover the grave of Jacob 
Djugashvili, known as Sasha, 
“who died in a prisoners’. camp 
in northern Bavaria,” would find 
himself richer by 1,000,000 rubles 
($250,000). 

Thus it.appears that, despite 
years of search, Stalin’s secret po- 
‘lice in Germany have failed to 
obtain factual proof of the cir- 
cumstances of the death in Sach- 
senhausen of Stalin’s eldest son. 

Sasha was a convinced Commu- 
nist, but did not follow his fa- 
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trine. He was an engineer. work- 
ing in a Moscow. tractor’ factory 
when he enlisted as an artillery 
officer... He was taken prisoner 
in the battle of Smolensk.

today. 
This was the stark reality of the 
situation after 48 hours of savage 
fighting. Chinese and Korean 
Reds have dealt a stunning blow 
to U.N. forces. 
The offensive that rolled for- 
ward for two days has been 


stopped cold. U.N, troops are on 
the defensive after giving up most 
of their gains. 

The reversal in battle fortunes 
came with startling suddenness 
and the Eighth Army is battling 
to hold the southward surge of 
Red troops. There is no chance of 
offensive action on this front until 
the Red attack has been halted 
and a firm new line established. 

Hundreds of Reds Killed. 

American artillerymen and in- 
fantrymen have piled up hundreds 
of Chinese and North Korean 
dead but still the enemy is at- 
tacking with large reserves of 
manpower. 

There are indications the Reds 
have thrown elements of two 
Armies into the battle on this 
northwestern front.

President Roosevelt and Brit- 
ain’s Prime Minister had — in 
Churchill’s own description in his 
new book—an “intimacy of col- 
laboration.” But they had trou- 
ble extending this intimacy to 
Moscow. 

Churchill’s book, “The Hinge 
of Fate,” is the fourth volume in 
‘his account of World War II. It 
| will be published tomorrow by 
|Houghton Mifflin Co. 

Started Badly, Ended Well. 


| The volume covers the period 
'from January 1942 through May 
'1943, a period in which, says 
Churchill, “for the first six 
months all went ill; for the last 
six months everything went well.” 

The “Hinge of Fate” was the 
Battle of Alamein, which began 
Oct. 23, 1942, and marked the 
start of Britain’s successful of- 
fensive in North Africa. Churchill 
wrote: ; 

“It may almost be said, ‘Before 
Alamein we never had a victory, 
after Alamein we never had a 
defeat.’ ” 
' The volume covers the period 
of Stalin’s insistent demands for 
a second front in Europe in 1942, 
Germany’s stranglehold on 
‘shipping along America’s Atlantic 
coast and on the Arctic convoy 
route to Russia, and the period 
of the American naval victories 
in the Pacific — Coral sea and 
Midway. 

Described Navy as Slack. 


Roosevelt wrote Churchill that 
“my Navy has been definitely 
slack in preparing for this sub- 
marine war off our coast.” He 
said most naval officers had de- 
clined in the past to think “in 
terms of any vessel of less than 
2000 tons.” He said he had 
“begged, borrowed and _ stolen” 
every vessel over 80 feet long for 
a coastal patrol. 


One Allied convoy which left 
Iceland for Russia in June 1942 
lost 23 of 34 ships... With Roose- 
velt’s approval, Churchill wrote 
Stalin that the sailing of the next 
convoy had been suspended pend- 
ing better arrangements for its 
protection.

Shift in Tito’s Policy. 

The evidence of the shift in the 
Tito Government’s policy is over- 
whelming. For example, when it 
was first proposed that about 
$15,000,000 be found for feeding 
the Yugoslav army out of military 
aid program funds, knowledgeable 
American officials in both Wash- 
ington and Belgrade shook their 
heads. Tito could never agree 
to align himself so openly with 
that instrument of “imperialist 
aggression,” the Atlantic Alliance. 

Yet Tito agreed without the 
slightest hesitation. With similar 
alacrity, he signed agreements 
requiring, among other things, 
full publicity on American aid 
within Yugoslavia. He then 
showed he meant to keep the bar- 
gain by reprinting on the first 
page of Borba, the Communist 
party newspaper, the text of Am- 
bassador George Allen’s speech 
welcoming the first shipment of 
aid. And a few days later Borba 
published a deeply significant 
article by Milovan Djilas, Tito’s 
top propagandist. 

This article not only declared 
that the break with the Soviet 
Union was “unabridgeable,” ut 
also included as devastating, and 
as accurate, a description of in- 
ternal Soviet suppression and ex- 
ternal Soviet imperialism as ever 
has been written. What this 
means is simply that Tito’s Yugo- 
slavia is now, or soon will be, 
ready for full participation in 
the Western allidhce. 

Keeping Tito’s Yugoslavia in 
business is thus only a necessary 
step. Tito should be invited into 
the Atlantic Pact, as soon as the 
time is ripe.

‘ Reversal in Korea 


The serious reversal in Korea over the week- 
end is all the harder to take because Gen. 
MacArthur personally launched the offensive 
near the front with the statement that it was 
designed to get American soldiers “home by 
Christmas.” 

Many citizens, more realistic than the U.N. 
commander in the Pacific, questioned the wis- 
dom of those words when they were uttered. 
Others spoke out more bluntly. The London 
News-Chronicle went so far as to say that the 
remark “ranks among the stupidities of history.” 

Even if Gen. MacArthur meant that’ some 
American soldiers would be back in Japan— 
their “home” for many months—the overly- 
optimistic forecast is bitter reading today. For 
the second time within a month, the United 
States Twenty-fourth Infantry Division has had 
to withdraw from Chongju. What started out as 
a U.N. offensive to the Yalu river at all points 
has been turned into a dangerous retreat. 

Already most if not all of the ground gained 
in the first day or two of the offensive has been 
lost. Apparently 100,000 Chinese Communists 
have been poured into the fighting from Man- 
churia. If the casualties are heavy on the side 
of the counter-attackers, losses are heavy on our 
side also. Some of our units seem to have been 
stranded in the hasty withdrawals. Korean Com- 
munist infiltration through the South Korean 
sector endangers orderly regrouping there and 
elsewhere. 

It is obvious to the citizen back home that 
the further North we go the longer our supply 
lines are and the shorter are those of the 
enemy. It is obvious also that the area for 
sabotage and fifth-column operations is that 
much larger. 

The war in Korea is now six months old. Al- 
ready it has caused America more casualties 
than any conflict with but three exceptions— 
World Wars I and II and the Civil War. It still 
must be won. It must be won in the name of 
the U.N. and for peace in the world. But it will 
never be won with optimistic statements about 
getting the boys “home by Christmas.” 

One of the reasons we are in so desperate a 
plight in Western Europe is because a hue and 
cry went up after V-E day to “get the boys home 
from Germany.” 

Everyone in America prays that Gen. Mac- 
Arthur and the heroic troops under him will be 
able to pull this situation out of the fire. But 
let there be no more false hopes raised at home 
—and no more advance notice to the enemy as 
to what we are going to do. 
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Half of What It Should Be 


Restaurant sanitation in St. Louis is far from 
what it should be, and even Health Commis- 
sioner J. Earl Smith agrees to that. He says it 
is difficult to get competent restaurant in- 
spectors. But when the city’s restaurants have 
only a 55 per cent sanitation rating, there must 
be more to the problem than his complaint. 

No doubt, it is difficult to get fully trained 
men for from $235 to $255 a month. Dr. Smith 
seeks higher job ratings for these men, and the 
Civil Service Commission will have to consider 
his appeal carefully. But it is just as important 
to ask whether the Health Commissioner should 
expect to get thoroughly trained men, and 
whether his department cannot train them. . The 
staff’s competence reflects on its leadership. 

Only a few days ago Dr. Smith appointed 
Floyd E. Carroll as the new chief of the food 
control section. Carroll now bears the responsi- 
bility for reorganizing restaurant inspection and 
seeing to it that the model sanitation law means 
what it says. 

If either he or Dr. Smith really feels that 
some of the inspectors are incompetent, those 
men can readily be dismissed. There have been 
very few appeals from such dismissals. Right 
now the first appeal from an “inadequate” rating 
ever to reach the Civil Service Commission is 
pending before it. This appeal was filed by a 
restaurant inspector. 

But the Health Division ought to make every 
effort to develop the efficiency of the inspectors 
whom it has hired. Merely complaining about 
their competency will injure morale and effi- 
ciency together. 
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Disloyalty, Second Degree 

Senator McCarthy is quite willing to regard 
fhe congressional elections as a triumph for 
himself. Accordingly he and other Republicans 
are whetting their knives for President Tru- 
man’s appointees to the new Subversive Activi- 
ties Control Board, set up by the McCarran Act. 

By fighting confirmation of.Chairman Seth 
W. Richardson and other members, the McCar- 
thyites hope to reopen the whole question of 
Communists in Government service. 

Thus it ‘appears likely that a category of dis- 
loyalty in the second degree is to be set up. 
Having charged (and failed to prove) that cer- 
tain Government employes were disloyal, the 
McCarthyites will now charge that others are 
disloyal for failing to convict the primary group 
of disloyalty. It has become “subversive” not 
only to hold ideas which arouse McCarthy’s 
suspicion, but to conduct loyalty investigations 
which do not produce the results he desires. 

Mr. Richardson has been chairman of the 
Civil Service Loyalty Review. Board, and his 
record will speak for itself. Whatever may be 
the judgment of Congress on that record, the 
November elections have not altered the fact 
that the McCarran Act seriously endangers civil 
rights. Its administration should be in the 
hands of persons who will respect those rights 
as far as the law allows. 
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The Tax Commissioner Finally Acts 
United States Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue George J. Schoeneman apparently has been 
jarred out of. his complacency about the shock- 
ing reports of corruption in ‘California internal 
revenue offices. At last, he has sispended three 
employes, one of whom was identified before 
the Kefauver crime investigating committee as a 
business partner of a notorious white slaver. 

Yet the day before the suspensions, Schoene- 
man was still attacking the Kefauver committee 
and belittling statements made to it. He chal- 
lenged the committee to produce evidence which 
could result in convictions, instead of welcoming 
the committee’s report, as he should have done, 
and then using it as a basis. for finding out 
whether income tax reductions have been for 
sale in California. 

He talked of: investigations long in progress, 
and of “idle rumors and unverified rumblings.” 
Yet six Government agents gave the Kefauver 
committee evidence which Senator Kefauver 
said backed up the reports. . 

Schoeneman asserted the charges made before 
the committee were old stuff. But that fact, if 
it is true, puts Schoeneman in even a worse 
light than would be the case if the’ complaints 
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were new. For if they are old stuff, why did 
Schoeneman wait for the Kefauver committee to 
force his hand before taking any action? 

It is fine for a boss to back up his subordi- 
nates. But unless Schoeneman shows more de- 
termination. to clean out whatever corruption 
there may be than he has up to now, then the 
real boss, the public, may have justifiable doubts 
of the wisdom of retaining him in office. 
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Congress and Foreign Policy 


The lame duck session of Congress opens 
today and one of the dangers is that foreign 
policy will become involved in jockeying for 
position in the new session. 

Already the Republicans and Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson are engaged in a fruit- 
less wrangle over the difference between “re- 
examination” and “isolationism.” Mr. Acheson 
undoubtedly went too far in suggesting that the 
two were identical. But the Republicans are 
now going much too far in pumping up the pre- 
tense that he is seeking to escape a proper re- 
view and criticism of his stewardship. 


What Mr. Acheson really meant is clear 
enough. Our system depends upon a vigorous 
and active opposition, and an opposition is ex- 
pected to oppose. But a responsible opposition 
will undertake to protect the interests of the 
country at large in the course of making its own 
position clear. 

When an opposition makes “re-examination” 
a mask for obstruction, when its objective be- 
comes the paralysis of the national will rather 
than the critical evaluation of policy, when it 
undertakes to usurp the responsibility constitu- 
tionally lodged in the Executive, then it exceeds 
its proper functions at the country’s expense. é 


Senator Knowland of California, for example, 
has an unchallenged right to oppose the Admin- 
istration’s policy on Formosa and to press his 
own views upon the Administration. But when 
he goes to Formosa, confers with Chiang Kai- 
shek, and then uses that highly controversial 
island as a rostrum from which publicly to bless 
every claim of Chiang’s, to demand protection of 
Chiang by the Seventh Fleet, and to denounce 
the government of China, he is no longer acting 
as an opposition Senator. He is trying to frame 
American foreign policy by remote control. He 
is trying to take over the authority (without the 
responsibility) which the people and the Consti- 
tution kave lodged in the President and his Sec- 
retary of State. 


The British have been at this business of . 


world leadership longer than we have, and they 
long ago learned, as Mr. Churchill once said, to 
conduct their disputes at home and to support 
their country when abroad. In the delicate and 
explosive situation we face, Republicans might 
keep this In mind. 
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The Unfriendly Mr. MacDonald 


“A horrible looking thing it was,” said Murdo 
MacDonald testily of the hump-backed, cow- 
headed sea monster which snorted at him while 
he was rowing off Bernera in the New Hebrides. 
And a mild enough remark that was, as any- 
body who has ever been snorted at by a sea 
monster will testify. 

What with one thing and another, the appear- 
ance of the beast in the New Hebrides was only 
to be expected. Ominous though it may be, 
the warning of Pogo’s turtle to beware of a 
plague of sea monsters comes none too soon. 

For, as anybody versed in the ways of the 
creatures will tell you, those Royal Navy scof- 
fers were just asking for trouble when they 
said the Loch Ness monster was only a string 
of dummy mines laid during the first World 
War. After being insulted like that, how could 
a self-respecting sea monster do other than col- 
lect his family and start looking for a new 
home? 

And if he keeps getting the kind of down- 
right inhospitable reception Mr. MacDonald 
gave him, he may be forced to hitch a ride on 
a flying saucer and come winging in over 
Forest Park. 


Challenge From Germany 

The speech of American High Commissioner 
McCloy to the German people emphasizes the 
necessity of political preparations for military 
safeguards. McCloy told the Germans they had 
no time to lose in preparing the defense of 
their country. Obviously, he was referring to 
the set-back to German rearmament expressed 
in the recent electoral victories of the German 
Social Democrats. 

So it is worth emphasizing that the Socialists 
are not as flatly opposed to taking up arms as 
are, for example, some of the religious groups. 
What the Socialists want is assurance that any 
new German army would have the support of a 
united West so that it would not be a push-over 
in case of an attack from the East, and so that 
it might not be used by German political adven- 
turers in some wild effort to reunite Easter 
and Western Germany. 


The plain fact is that if the North Atlantic 
nations had been further along with their own 
defense plans, the German Socialists could not 
have raised these objections, objections which 
are not altogether without merit. If there were 
a solid Western defense force in being, there 
could be relatively few questions about the role 
of German contingents in its ranks. Other ques- 
tions have been raised in connection with rearm- 
ing Germany, but this is the chief issue. And 
it will remain so long as the Western nations 
themselves do not adopt a more decisive course. 


That is why it is so important to get on with 
the Schuman Plan, at the moment the chief 
blueprint for European integration. It offers 
that measure of -economic-political co-operation 
which would make military integration much 
more realistic. Perhaps the German set-back 
will be a spur to the capitals of the West. ©

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City Machines and Liberal Voters 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 
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The last two decades have seen reformers and bosses marching 
side by side. Why? Welfare legislation and a growing awareness 
of issues have made voters less dependent; so the politicians have 
fallen in with the new trend, but they still have important power.

Politics, we know, makes for strange 
bedfellows. But the present spectacle of 
the bosses in the ward clubs on one pillow 
and the Washington Fair Deal planners on 
the other must have the respective ghosts 
of Boss Tweed and Morris Hillquit turning 
madly in their graves. Certainly the de- 
throning of the boss and the demolition of 
the big city machines has been for decades 
a primary aim of liberal politics. 


Yet after almost two decades of New 
Deal and Fair Deal, the bosses and the 
machines are still very much there. More- 
over, on virtually every issue of public 
policy—labor law, housing, welfare eco- 
nomics, civil rights— 
they have been liber- 
alism’s powerful al- 
lies. 

For a good 70 or 
80 years, the old-line 
machine undoubted- 
ly earned its place 
as the whipping boy 
of liberals and re- 
formers. It subvert- 
ed local democracy 
by making corrup- 
tion the norm. 

Yet even in its 
most unsavory days, 
for millions of immi- 
grants the city ma- Boss Tweed 
chines tempered the rigors of American- 
ization with a genial benevolence, pioneer- 
ing in a form of primitive hand-to-mouth 
social welfare long before more disinter- 
ested agencies entered the field. 

Moreover, in the crowded slums the 
machine boss has always been an enemy 
of racial and religious discrimination. 


They Are the Kingmakers 


Today, in many ways, the traditional 
city machine has lost its grip; its older 
methods are no longer so effective; new 
forces oppose it in the community. Labor 
unions and citizens’ groups have shown 
that they can, if pressed, develop political 
machines of their own. Yet despite harass- 
ment on all sides, the machine still retains 
a large.measure of strength and the local 
bosses remain the kingmakers. To main- 
tain its preeminence, however, the ma- 
chine has had to change. 


Thirty or 40 years ago, the machines did 
not have to bother about issues—liberal 


-or otherwise. Their strength was located 


in organization, not ideology—in the con- 
trol of. a disciplined block of voters in 
every precinct, not in allegiance to any 
kind of program. The machine retained 
its following by a judicious distribution of 
jobs and favors. The ward boss was a 
one-man employment and social service 
agency. He provided legal advice, adjusted 
complaints with city bureaus, loaned rent 
money, called off the policeman who was 
harassing ‘a push-cart peddler. 

Other methods, somewhat less benign, 
were also employed. They included the 
stuffing of ballot boxes, filling out ballots 
of loyal voters who had—in past decades 
—gone to a premature death, and defacing 
opposition ballots. 


Struggle With Amateurs 


Now the machines not only face strong 
competition from the “amateurs,” but the 
ties of sentiment that bind the voters to 
the “organization” have atrophied in an 
age which sometimes considers ideas to 
be more important than affections. 

The growing sophistication of the voters 
in matters civic has had its effect: a dis- 
trict leader would be swept from office 
were he to make as a defense of 
“honest graft” as did Plunkitt. 

A gradual strengthening of the merit 
system has reduced the number of jobs 
available to the machines, al city 
civil service can still manage to merit 
where political expediency suggests. 

In 1923, it was bie to agree with 
Frank Kent that the voter.had little to 
choose from between ‘the Democratic and 


Republican platforms; that platforms, in 
general, were humbug and that the choice 
in practical politics was largely between 
honest and dishonest men. The Roosevelt 
era altered this, for the New Deal plat- 
form affected every area of American life. 

But while the machines’ influence has 
waned, they are still the major political 
forces in most urban communities. Being 
realistic to the core, the machines quite 
characteristically faced up to the new 
facts of American political life. 


So it is that the machines have become, 
year by year, as uninhibited in support of 
the Fair Deal, as tireless in their assaults 
on privilege, as bold in their designs for 
federal intervention in the economy, as 
the most militant brain-trusters in Wash- 
ington. 

In New York, as in Chicago, the liberal- 
ism of the city machine insures decent 
state-wide candidates and some good 
choices for congressional representatives, 
however unchanged the character of city 
councilmen and state legislators remains. 


Mugwumps and Liberalism 


In other cities machines do not always 
get behind good candidates, but they never 
desert the liberal banner. Sometimes this 
makes for incongruous alliances. In Kan- 
sas City, the late Charles Binaggio 
achieved considerable success in capturing 
sections of the local Democratic party, 

‘Along with the new liberalism of the 
old-line machines has come the creation 
of revitalized Democratic machines in 
those communities where no effective 
party organization previously existed. La- 
bor and liberal groups have usually moved 
in, won control of the skeleton, organiza- 
tions, and rebuilt them from the precinct 
level up. 


The result is that the Democratic party 
in the North has gained a new cohesion, 
with every element united in-support of 
the Truman program. 

Although labor and liberal groups are 
firmly committed to the Democratic party 
(except in a few communities where mav- 
erick Republicans can be endorsed), they 
remain coy about avowing that commit- 
ment. They stoutly affirm their inde- 
pendence of both parties. 


Why this reticence? For one thing, 
many. liberals are sentimental mugwumps 
at heart; they make a fetish of inde- 
pendence because that somehow connotes 
moral superiority in politics. 


A Case for Bargaining 


More significant is a desire to maintain 
bargaining power. Though the liberals 
and the bosses agree on program, they 
don’t always agree on candidates. The 
bosses are often eager to nominate ma- 
chine hacks who have immaculate voting 
records but rarely provide inspiring leader- 
ship. The liberals want better choices. 
They cherish their independence, however 
nominal, so that they can trade their sup- 
port for acceptable candidates. 

The alternatives, however, are not be- 
tween submergence of identity within the 
Democratic party and a free-wheeling in- 
dependence outside. It is possible to work 
as caucuses within the party and to retain 
considerable bargaining power. 

The prospect of completely eradicating 
machine influences is remote, however. 
For the machines are tenacious opponents.

Between Book Ends 


The Breakup of China 
TWO KINDS OF TIME, by Graham Peck. (Houghtos 

Mifflin. Co., 725 pgs., $4.) 

This is a personal chronicle of the mis- 
eries and disintegration of Kuomint?”< 
China. An American who just wante~ 
be a river-sitter, watching the strear 
Chinese life, was forced out of his cont 
plation of the present in its relationship to 
the past into an analysis of the present 
and its implication for the future. 

For most of the dozen years 1935-1946 
the author lived and traveled among the 
Chinese people. Out of his affection for 
them and their land, he writes a poignant 
personal record. His view of the breakup 
of the China of Chiang Kai-shek is a 
strange yet welcome mixture of personal 
anecdotes and national calamities—an end- 
less amalgam of the specific and the gen- 
eral, of the personal and the public. The 
miseries of the 
masses and the 
greed and incompe- 
tence of the ruling 
hierarchy are oft- 
repeated refrains. 

Vigorous in his 
criticism of native 
and foreigner alike 
in- the China of the 
1940s, Peck writes 
with vivid detail as 
he attacks the Chi- 
nese ot, of 
Chiang Kai-shek, 
oui. Madame Chiang, H. 

Graham’ Peck Soomae "ta my ane 
out at the political bankruptcy of the 
Kuomintang; as he slaps at the negative 
contributions of Chennault, Hurley and 
scores of lesser Americans in diplomatic, 
military and missionary roles; as meas- 
ures the miserable record of the American 
press in its coverage of China. 

Much space is dedicated to the activities 
of the United States Office of War Infor- 
mation in China, an activity to which Peck 
dedicated his energies for more than three 
years. Citing chapter and verse, he pre- 
sents a strong indictment of the policies 
and practices of the wartime propaganda 
agency of the United States. 

Manfully he would have his fellow- 
Americans face the measure of moral re- 
sponsibility that is theirs for the course 
of recent events in China. Also he would 
have us know the harmful effects our 
Chinese policy has had upon America’s 
position elsewhere in the world. 

This volume that reads like a novel and 
packs the punch of documented history is 
richer still because of the inclusion of 
nearly a hundred black and white sketches 
and a score of maps,. all the handiwork of 
the author. C. HARVEY GARDINER.

When Globe Theater requested this 
translation, Christopher Fry was writing a 
play for Laurence Olivier, and he declined 
a second commission. But, bogging down 
after the first act of “Venus Observed,” 
he used the temporary lull to adapt 
Anouilh’s fantasy for English playgoers. 

“Ring Round the Moon” is full of Gallic, 
in our times the equivalent of Attic, salt, 
none of which is Jost in the rendering. 
Pompous Frederic is engaged to Diana 
Messerschmann, but she is secretly in love 
with his impish twin brother, Hugo. 
Diana’s wealthy father has a mistress, 
India, who is secretly in love with the old 
man’s secretary (male, we hasten to add). 
Of these ingredients, a less skilled hand 
might compound mere burlesque. Instead 
they are blended into a satirical fairy tale. 

To quote from Peter Brook’s preface, 
“recapturing of a French style has been 
achieved hardly more than a handful of 
times in English literature.” Christopher 
Fry’s “Ring Round the Moon” must be in- 
cluded along with Urquart’s “Rabelais” 
and Scott Moncrieff’s “Proust.”

HEN parents or guardians ask for help and co-operation 
W from physicians and teachers, it is absolutely necessary 


that they tell the truth about the child for whom they 
seek the services of busy, devoted people. 

A mother, ambitious for her child, longing to be able to 
say, “He is the youngest in his class, ete.,” falsifies his birth 
certificate, making him older than he is to win his admission 
to a class in which he does not belong. She ‘ts laying the 
basis for trouble aplenty in days to come. The child is likely 
to be unready for the work of the grade and be miserable, 
feeling himself an outcast and a failure when he is only young, 
not a bad fault and one soon cured. That false age is likely 
to embarrass the child when he registers for the armed forces 
later on. It is very difficult to get a birth certificate changed 


or to get a copy of one that is “lost.” 
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WHEN A CHILD is taken to a physician for attention his 
health history will be required of his mother. She should 
tell the truth, all of it as she knows it, hiding nothing that 
might inform the physician of the child’s background of 
health. 

A small boy could not keep awake in class. While the 
other children ‘were busily engaged he would be likely to 
fold his arms-on his desk and go to sleep, The teacher asked 
his mother if he slept well. Oh yes, 
But he did not seem to be getting ahead in his work in spite 
of what the teacher did to help him. Again she appealed to 
the mother.

GERMAN cave man and his 
A family live happily today in a 

“temple of nature” in south- 
ern Germany—as aloof and con- 
temptuous of a warring world and 
its atomic bomb threats as they 
were of Adolf Hitler. 

Income taxes? 

“Oh, ho, ho,” laughs Adolf El- 
lerbrock, the 68-year-old former 
architect who lives with his wife 
and 13-year-old daughter, Ute, in 
a tunneled hillside home which 
he calls “Paradise.” 

Adolf has lived this life for 18 
years, starting at a time when 
Hitler and his Nazis got into of- 
fice, turned Germany upside 
down and brought on World War 
II. 

Hitler’s sharp recruiting agents 
and tax men never bothered this 
modern Robinson Crusoe whose 
calm face, long beagd, and gentle 
philosophy give him a Biblical 
dignity. 

“I do not have to worry about 
a war,” said Adolf Ellerbrock, 
“and I did not worry about the 
last one. We live in a temple of 
nature far away from people and 
mischief.” 

It all started in 1932 when ElI- 
lerbrock was 50 years-old. He 
decided in that fateful year of the 
Nazi foothold that “the world is 
just too depraved.” 


So, forsaking all cooked food, 
cigarettes and alcohol, Ellerbrock 
deserted the bright lights of Ham- 
burg and bought three acres of 
land in southern Germany where 
he carved himself two caves for 
a home in a lonely sector away 
from mankind. 

He wavered and collapsed, how- 
ever, on the decision to practice 
celibacy. Adolf found a wife— 
another vegetarian—and in 1937 
came the birth of the “baby cave 
dweller,” the daughter named Ute.

DOLF himself acted as mid- 
A wife in the cave home which 
by that time consisted of four 
rooms, with a top “story” even 
fitted with a wooden roof and 
windows. 

Little Ute, who today is a strong 
girl with pigtailed blond hair, 
was brought up on raw food. She 
has never tasted a steak, but her 
practical knowledge of herbs, 
roots and fruit ought to land her 
a job anywhere as nutrition ex- 
pert, 

Father Adolf lets his wife and 
daughter wear simple convention- 
al clothes.

Y three women visitors represented a church group, and 
that they were concerned about what the defense effort 
might do to their daughters. 

“It happens that the three of us have no sons, but we 
have girls of high school age,” they explained. “They were 
not old enough to get mixed up in the second World War, 
but they are going to be faced with the question of going out 
with service men and, well, you know what happens, Dr. 
Popenoe. 

“I suppose what happens will depend on the boys and 
girls, won’t it?” I replied. “After these young men get into 


uniforms, they are pretty much the same fellows they were ~ 


before. Some of them are your nephews, or your neighbor’s 
brothers, or. maybe my sons! Mrs. Popenoe and I had two 
boys in World War II and our other two boys are just ripe 
to be picked by the draft board!”

“YES,” THE WOMEN AGREED, “but some of the service 
men aren’t all they ought to be. How can our girls tell the 
difference? That’s what we want to know.”

What Aerialists Think About Up There 


It's “There MUST Be an Easier Way to Make 
a Living,’ Says Milo Jones—Headline Act at 
the Fireman's Annual Circus Hails From Utah.

AYBE you have wondered, as 

you sat in a circus audience 

and watched that man stand- 
ing on his hands on the tip of a 
steel pole 135 feet in the air, 
Swaying away over this way, and 
then away back over that way, 
what it feels like to be up there. 


I have, and I found myself in a 
position to find out the other 
day. The position, to be exact, 
was not on top of a.sway pole, 
but in the house trailer of a sway 
pole artist, one of the greatest in 
the business. His name, oddly 
enough, is Milo Jones. This, in a 
business inhabited largely by 
foreign performers, makes him 
unique in itself. That and the 
fact that he is one of the Jones 
boys from Utah, having been 
born and raised in a small town 
out there by the name of St. 
George. Milo and his brother, 
DeWitt, and his niece, Louise 
Stowell (who also hails from 
Utah) are known as the Three 
Milos, and theirs is one of the 
headline acts at the Fireman’s 
Annual Thrill Circus now being 
held at Kiel Auditorium. 


But to get back to what it feels 
like. “Well,” says Milo with a 
grin, “I’m always concentrating 
pretty hard on what I’m doing, 
but in the back of my mind I’m 
always thinking, ‘there MUST be 
an easier way than this to make 
a living.’” 


Yes, Milo admits, and so do De- 
Witt and Louise, that an aerial 
artist always has fear sitting 
astride his shoulders. But he has 
to conquer it. He has to conquer 
it every time he climbs up there 
135 feet in the air and starts 
doing tricks the average man 
wouldn’t try on a mattress placed 
safely on the ground. It’s espe- 
cially so at the beginning of a 
new season, but as the season 
progresses the fear recedes, until 
in time it is almost forgotten. 


But at the same time, Milo 
points out, it is best not forgot- 
ten. A performer who feels no 
fear, you can pretty safely say, 
is not long for this world. 

“The foolhardy type is no 
good,” he says. “Their cockiness 
will get them killed. I’ve seen it 
happen too many times. Before 
DeWitt joined the act, I broke in 
a number of different partners, 
but I would never take on a per- 
son who wasn’t afraid. I had an 
18-year-old girl one time who was 
a very talented acrobat; she 
would have been a great perform- 
er. But she seemed to have no 
fear whatever. I didn’t keep her 
for that reason. She joined an- 
other act, and it wasn’t six months 
until she was, to put it bluntly, 
pushing up daisies. A _ certain 
amount of fear is necessary. It’s 
a great safety factor. I'd much 
rather have a partner who admits 
he’s afraid, and then has enough 
gumption to work it out.” 
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UMPTION is the thing a man 

has to have a lot of when he’s 

standing on his hands up there 
and the pole starts swaying. Espe- 
cially if he is working an outdoor 
show and there is a strong wind 
blowing. 

“Those steel poles have just so 
much sway in each direction,” 
Milo explains, “and you have to 
have a sort of feel for it. You 
know when you are reaching the 
end of the sway in one direction,

which means that you shift your 
weight to sway back in the other 
direction. Anything that alters 
that rhythm can throw you into 
a panic. 

“I remember one time I was 
working an outdoor show and 
there was such a terrific wind 
blowing that it was all I could 
do to do a handstand up there. 
If I had started swaying the wind 
would have carried me on until 
the pole snapped. Even then the 
wind was playing all kinds of 
tricks with me. As I came down, 
and got within earshot of the 
spectators, I heard one sharp- 
voiced woman saying to a friend, 
“Isn’t it funny what some people

will do to get out of working for 
a living.” 

The woman might have had a 
different point of view if she had 
had any comprehension of the 
years of hard work which Milo 
and the others have been through 
to make the Three Milos one of 
the outstanding acts of its kind 
Milo was about 16, back 
in Utah, when he decided he 
wanted to be an acrobat. He 
started practicing the funda- 
mental tricks, like handstands 
and handsprings, and his only 
source of instruction was watch- 
ing the acrobats in the occasional 
vaudeville shows that came to St. 
George. One of the high points 
of those days was the moment 
when he mastered the one-hand. 
stand. He started out in vaude- 
ville, playing little theaters which 
had stage shows once a week, and 
in time became a good standard 
vaudeville act. 

When vaudeville went out he 
turned to aerial work and, as with 
stage acrobatics, he is virtually 
self-taught. _He had several part- 
ners until, in 1941, brother De- 
Witt graduated from high school. 
DeWitt had long wanted to get 


into the act. During his high 
school days he practiced and de- 
veloped his muscles. He was al- 
lowed to speed up his work and 
graduate a couple of months early 
so he could join the act when the 
season opened. 
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HEN last year niece Louise, a 
T pretty girl with the natural, 

unpainted beauty of a small- 
town schoolgirl, joined the act. 
She too had wanted to go into 
show business which worked out 
fine because the brothers needed 
a girl in the act. 


As far as work Is concerned, 
the time spent on top of the pole 
is just a fraction of it, Milo ex- 
plains. The brothers built all 
their own rigging themselves and 
they have a ton or so of rigging 
and equipment which must be 
kept constantly in a perfect state 
of ‘repair. 

Toward this end they carry 


‘their own «tool shop right with 


them. They travel in two long 
trailers, in which space is divided 
between living quarters and 
working quarters. The tool shop 
is equipped with such things as 


a drill press, a metal lathe, grind- 
ers and more tools than you would 
find in the average machine shop. 
They also have their own genera- 
tors and a powerful arc light.

The four-heart contract was 
made in every case—and the 
match-point scores of the corres- 
ponding North-South pairs were 
not good! This was because, at 
the other tables, North-South 
persisted to four spades, in the 
Sacrifice spirit! These four-spade 
contracts were defeated only one 
trick—West getting a club ruff 
early in the play, but every South 
then guessing the position of the 
spade queen because of West’s 
marked heart length. 


Those Souths who passed to 
four hearts cannot be said to have 
committed serious errors, since 
the pattern of their hand did not 
Strongly indicate that a sacrifice 
would pay. Nevertheless, a shrewd 
reading of the previous bids 
should have persuaded South to 
bid four spades. North’s immedi- 
ate spade raise, over West's take- 
out double, virtually guaranteed 
at least four-card support, and 
when North did not double four 
hearts, South had just enough, 
not to double, but to sacrifice at 
four spades. 


It is true that South’s ace and 
king gave him reason to hope that 
the four-heart contract might go 
down, but in a case of this sort, 
some credence must be placed in 
an opponent's bidding, especially 
when it is as impressive as West’s!

HERE is an ancient and 

honorable society in the City 

of New York called The 
Silurians, They dub themselves 
with this prehistoric label be- 
cause the members are all vet- 
eran New York newspaper men. 
When they dine together, as 
they did only recently at the 
New York “Athletic Club, the 
night is sprinkled with remin- 
iscences of old reporters who 
have seen the drama of life 
from backstage. 

One of the most meaningful 
of yarns was told by William 
J. Brede, who is first vice presi- 
dent of this remarkable group.
